Madras. — The Committee of non-offioials and officials, referred to in 
tlic first report, lias oineo been auperseded by a Provincial Research Com* 
niittcc w'hich coiihists of 8 cicntis»ts and heads of agricultural, co-oporativc, 
induslricA and veicrinary departments, presided over by His Excellency 
tlic Governor. This Committee has been oonstituted for scrutinizing 
schemes to be submitted to the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research. 

Bombay. — ^Tluco out of the four schemes approved* by tho Committee 
which, ns reported last 3 ^car, was constituted in 1030, were sanctioned by 
the Imperial Council, viz., rico physiology, sugarcane research and virus 
diseases, ilio latter of which has been* postponed for the present. No 
meeting of tho Committee was held during 1931, ns it is tho policy of the 
agricultnral depart men t to promote n few first class schemes rather than a 
largo number of second class scheme^. The scheme of dry-farming put up 
to the Imperial Council on tho recommendation of the Committee remains 
to be sanctioned by tho Council. It is tho intontion to put up fresh sohomes 
after thi» schomo is sanctioned. 


UoUed Provinces. — ^Xlio united'- Frovinocs Agriooltural Bosoarch 
Comniittco met tivico during tho year. Sovoral useful solicmca vrero 
considored and rcconuncndcd to (ho Imperial Council of Agricultural 
ItcHcarch for grants. Tiio Imperial Council approved a scheme for tho 
cstahlishmcnt of a rico research fam, 'which will bo inaugurated on receipt 
of funds from 'the Council.

Matos.— The term of the appointment of the Soil Phyaioist, ref,,rrcd 
to in the previoub report, has been extended by anotW year. The 
preparation of a soil map for the Presidency is nearing completion. 

Bombay.— Attention is invited to the remarks in the previous report. 

11 survey to determine the possibilities of water-logging andoQ 

alkalino fOTmation in the Ban ago areas of Sind is being carried out by tbo^ 
Research Division of the irrigation department in Sind. The a<Tricultural i 
department in Sind is co-opeiuting in this work. ° 


Research work on soil and soil conditions, with special reference to 
post-Barrago conditions of ii ligation and cultivation in Sind is being 
carried out by the Chemical Section of the Agricultural Research Station, 
o^rand, since 1926. This section is in the charge of a Soil Physicist and 
Chemist of the Indian Agricultural Seivice and the work is directed and 
conti oiled by the Chief Agricultural Officer in Sind. During the past year, 
further progre*,^ 1ms boon made towards the solution of problems of halar 
formation in Sind soils under perennial irrigation, in particular, in 
connection with the reclamation of Icalot lands. In addition, investigations 
into the most efficient and economical methods of maintaining soil fertility 
under intensive irrigation 6nd cropping have made considerable progress 
and the results obtained are being tested on field scale at the Agricultural 
Rchearch Station, Sakrand, and ivill bo put into practice on large areas on. 
tlio recently established Government ” Auxiliary ' Parma in the Barrage^ 
areas of Sind. 


United Provinces. — Research work on soil conditions continued, and 
will bo extended, with particular reference to rico, as soon as funds are 
allotted by the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research for the scheme 
approved by them for the establishment of a rice research station. 


Punjab. — ^Tho action taken on this recommendation has already been 
mentioned in the previous reports. 

Bihar and Orissa. — Studies on the nature of acidity of the Chota Nagpur 
soils and of the deltaic lands of Orissa aro being continued as in the last 
year. Permanent plots have been laid out at the Kanke^ Balia and 
Cuttack farms where the same fertiliser treatments are being repeated year 
after year. This is the third year of the woik in progress. 

The ciloctive acidity of a number of soil samples^ from tbo Kanko farm 
has been found to bo aotually proportional to the diiforcnco between the 
exchangeable lime and the exchangeable h^^drogon in the soil. Wher(^ 
this exchangeable lime was high, added lime did not prove to be of benefit 
to the fodder oiops for which vegetative growth is more desired than 
production of seed. 

Investigations woio also made and are in progress into the pioportionjf 
of silica, alumina and iron oxide in some of the red soils of Chota ^a^ur,^ 
in order^to arrive at a workable definition of laterite soils about which a 
great deal of confusion exists among soil workers. 

Work on tbo soil conditions which injuriously affected the growth of 
BUgoxcano on the Sepaya farm in Noith Bihar was continued. As the 
year was characterized by heavy rai^all, the unhealtliincss of burgarcane 
was found to be the result of niwogen starvation and conseq^uent defective 
root development induced by rapid loss of nitrogen by leaching from soils 
of certain texture. 


^ Work has also been taken up on the improvement of the soil conditions'* 
m the coastal area of Orissa where the land gets seriously damaged in tex- 
turo due to fiooding by sea. This work includes periodical examination of 
he land for soil salts, treatment of the soil with different doses of lime 
and gypsum and ignoring the crop (sugarcane) grown on it with fertilisers* 
wmch leave a residue of lime salt in the soil. Sugaicane grown on such 
it treatment absorbs so much salt that the gur obtained f romJ 

s saline in taste thus lowering its commercial value. V

Action taken by the Government (or Admimstratioh). 


Central Provinces. — The action taken on this recommendation' has 
already been mentioned in the first report. 

Assam. — Very little research work on soils was carried out during the 
year. Mechanical and chemical analysis of soils from the Khanapara and 
Sylhet cattle farms wore made, and soil samples from the Jorhat and 
Titabar iarma were tested for acidity and public health values. 

A large number of soil samples were collected from the Surma Valley 
for the estimation of acidity, public health values, organic matter and 
nitrogen, and the analysis of these is in progress.

Madras. — ^As observed by the Commission, this is not an important 
problem in the Madras Presidency ; but, wherever the evil is found 
propaganda is carried on to prevent erosion by consrruction of bunds and 
terraces and levelling surfaces. 

f 

Bombay. — ^In the Presidency proper, 36 applications for huniing^^nd 
^'dnm) advice were dealt with in the North- Central Division during the 
year. In the South-Central Division, tho work is progressing and the ques- 
tion of training some district agricultural overseers in this line of work in 
famine areas is being considered. Tho bunding officer in this Division is 
making special study of soil erosion and there is an increasing demand for 
his services, but progress is not possible unless more money and staff are 
made available. In tho Southbrn Division, two bunding officers continued 
to prepare plans and estimates for tho cultivators. In all, 67 schemes, 
costing Bs. 63,425, wore executed during tho yedr. As in the South-Central 
Division tho demand for preparing bunding schomoa is increasing and tho 
staff is unable to -copo with tho increasing work. At tho Dry Farming 
Experimental Station at Manjri, experiments are carried on to determine 
tho extent to which erosion takes place under dedned conditions of soil, 
cultivation, gradient and rainfall. The results obtained during 1929 and 
j 1930 are very interesting. ^ 

Ko action is required in this connection in Sind where problems of soil 
erosion are not of importance. 

XTnitefl Provinces. — Attention is invited, to tho remarks in tlio previous 
report. Exporimontal work by the forest department on afforestation and 
prevention of erosion was restricted on account of dnanoial stringency. 
Isolated and unpromising tracts wore relinquished. 

Fellings on earlier afforested areas promise well, os tho stumps are giving 
I good coppice shoots. The introduction of hamboos in tho hotter soil of tho 
ravineS'is progressing well, but baib grass on the high dry parts is still In 
a very doubt&l condition. Afforestation results on tho bhur (sandy) soil 
near tho Bamganga rivor in tho Moradabad district have been particularly 
good.

Punjab. — ^Preliminary arrangements arc in progress in collaboration 
with the forest department io obcok soil erosion in forostareos by planting 
selected grosses. 

Bihar and Orissa. — ^During tho year tho bandhing staff in Chota Nagpur 
constriiotod four now bandhs, improved Hie condition of three that Jiod been 
designed and built by their owners but wore unsuccessful, and drew up 
plans and estimates for four more bandhs^ There was verj^ little demand 
for construction of high level contour bandhs in tho hilly trao^ of Blmgalpur 
and Monghyr districts duo to tho prevailing iigrioultural depression. 

* Owing to finanoial stringency no officer could bo deputed to oxnmino 
tho Bombay system to oifeot improvements in tho methods adopted in 
Clieta Nagpur. For similar reasons it has also been decided to keep tho

ol Qa4ag No, 1 solfcd sood from tho grants of tho Indian Central Cotton 
Committoo, which body also recently sanctioned o cotton seed expansion 
Bchomo for Athni iahiha o£ Bclganm district, costing about half a lakh of 
rupees. Tiio ootton Bi coder, S. D., is also doing some groundnut breeding * 
work. The Kioo Breeder, Miigad (district Bharwar), ha? soloctod 3 strains 
of Miigad and 3 strains of Aniarsal which liavo bcoomo popular in thorico 
growing tract of tho Southern Division. A seed multiplication sohome 
for distribution of these strains on a largo scale is under contemplation. 
Tiioao improved strains wore grown on an area of 616 aores in the year under 
report. The Bico Breeder is fiirtlior selecting strain? in another variety of 
paddy called Dodga and is worldng with a cross between M'ngcid and 
Kolamha. In Gujarat, tho following improved varieties of crops^aro being 
introduced on a largo scale. 1027 A. Xj. F. cotton seed, Bttdh Peris 63 
Joioar in Surat District and W^gad No. 8 ootton seed in Alimodabad 
District, whoat 224 in Bhal tract and olsowhoro, !Pu8a4 wheat in tho Panch 
Mahals, paddy No, 79 in rice tract of tho Surat district. Several now 
variotict of sugarcano wore introduced in tho sugaroano growing tract of tho 
Surat distriot a? woll a? in tho Panch Mahals and Ahmodabad districts ; 
and groundnut and Spanish peanut in tho Panch Mahals. In tho 
IConlcan, tlio following yariotios of Kolamba strains havo been found more 
profitable than the local varieties : —

In tho Ratnagiri district, Patani No. 6 and Paiiwel No. 61 are being 
introduced as they yield from 12 to 16 per cont. moro outturn. In tho

Over 35,000 lbs. of pure seed of the ahovo strains wore distributed during 
the year under report. 

In tho Kauara distriot, Rod hlauritins variety of sugarcane has roplaoed 
nearly $ area under local Dashabbii. Tho no^v variotxos of H.M. 554 and 
89 are aho found moro profitable. Wiioat brooding i? in progrosa on a plot 
of land near Niphad in the Nasik distriot and it is proposed to undertake 
bajri brooding w'ork also. Wilt lias booomo a limiting factor In ootton 

S reduction in the Southern hlahratla country, in West Khandesh and in 
roach. Honoo all schomos for ootton brooding in these areas liingc on the 
Bolooiion oi wilt«Te?istant variotitN. This line of work is being followed and 
additional financo ha? been obtained from tho Indian Central Cotton 
Committee for launching a cotton brooding soboino at Broach. The Virus 
disooso lia? assumed serious proportions in tho case of ohillios and certain 
other crops. ^Tho Plant Pathologist wa? intending to organize an important 
virus research scheme with tho help of tho grant of the Imperial Council 
ol Agricultural Rosoarcht but^this has boon postponed for the present. 

Rosoaroh work on tho improvomont of all the main crops of Sind,, e^g., 
ootton, wheat, jowar, rice, qibscoda, pulses, oto., is ncing vigorously 
carried on in the Botanical Section at the Agricultural Rosoaroh Station, 
Sakrand, and at numerous otlior subsidiary oxporiinontal stations in tho 
Barrage area?. Improved varieties of all those main crops have boon 
obtained, many of wliich arc already being cultivated on a large soalo in 
tho district?. The work of seed multiplication and oxtonsion oi improved 
vaiictios of crops ha? boon roorganisod in the past year and definito 
programmes for this work in oonnootion mth ootton, rice, jowar and wheat 
liavo boon laid down and are being put into force. No improved variety 
of crop is being given out for oxtoasiou in the distriots until it ]ia 2 » boon tried 
- out most oominchonsively on Government farms and under a series of 
distriot trials on zamindari lands. A sorios of" Mojor wheat varietal tests 
involving sciontifio tests at thirty con tros were carried out in tho pastro6f 
*soa?on ond thoVcsults obfamod, after stniistical examination, are forming 
tiie basis of the agricultural department's policy towards tho extension of 
inijirovod wlicat vatiotios in the dit»trioto. The Indian Central Cotton 
Commitioo ha? allotted a grant of'Rs. 93,000xproad over a period of throe ^ 
years to aflsist in tho ox tension of improved vaiyt ios cotton in , tho Barrogo ^ 
areas of Sind and work under ihi? sohomo wasijudmenood in tho past 3'oaT.

With 
regard to seed distribution, bpecial attention has boon given to enlistitig the 
co-operation ^nd assistanco of co-o|^rativo organizations in this branch 
of the aotivities of the agricultural department. Grain, sale societies, 
Utlukd devolopmtnt associations, and similar co-operative bodies are playing 
a prominent part in seed extonsion and distribution in Sind. In con- 
junction mththo Revonuo Officer, Lloyd Barrage, the Chief Agricultural 
Officer in Sind is formulating sohomos lor the utilization of the assistance 
of largo landowners^ and grantees in the now Barrage areas in the work 
of the mass production of the pure seed of improved varieties of crops for 
distribution among tho cultivators. By moans of organised visits to the 
Agricultural Research Station, Sakrand, and by small exhibitions of 
improved varieties ot crops hold in Karachi and other trade centres, efforts 
arc boin^ mado^ to^ socuro the interest and co-operation of trade and 
commercial bodies in tho branch of departmental work concerned with tho 
improvement of quality and outturn of tho main commercial crops of Sind. 

United Provinces.— Tho quantity of improved seed issued during the 
year aggregated 1,000,000 maunds as compared with 639,000 maunda in 
1930. Co-oporaMvo societies continued to assist in tho work of seed 
distribution. 

Tho area under improved seed of oil kinds introduced by the agricultural 
department has increased so rapidly that it is 'fory difficult to maintain a 
satisfactory year to year record. Of tho total area undor sugarcane no loss 
than about 48 per cent. Jt» undor improved varioiios. The porcontago last 
year was 37. Tho area undor an improved variety of cotton (G. 402) has 
also increased considorably* 

Punjab. — Tho aoi^on token on this recommendation has already been 
mentioned in the previous report. 

Burma. — In conneotiqn with financial transaotions conneoted with 
seed distribution tho following systoui has been introduced : — 

(1) The spcolal advances for the purchase and supply to cultivators 

of seeds, improved agricultural implements, chemicals and 
manures arc debited to a special allotment to tho Director 
of AgricuRuro who distributes them to tho various deputy 
directors according to their wants. 

(2) Deputy direotors of agriculture perform the duties both of a

(3) Deputy directors arrange for tho allocation of tho seed, examine

(4) Forms ‘ A * and * B * at pages*62 and 63 of tho Cultivators' l^ans 

Manual, 1923, are used by tho deputy directors in receiving 
applications and in arranging for security. 

- (5) Officers of tho .agricultural department oolloot the amounts 
due and oroffit thorn intoTtho treasury in tho noimal way and 
hand over defaulters W 'the Deputy Commissioner of tho 
distriot, who ooUcots the debts as arrears of land revenue 
under the provisions of |he Agriculturists* Loans Act, 18844 

(6) Deputy directors are held personally liable in the ©vent of their 

failure to take sufficient security. ^ ^

> Bihar and Orissa. — Tho work continued on the linos of last year. A 
number of now and promising hybrid varieties of gram have been fixed. 
Co.^513 sugarcane, Pusa 62 wheat and Pusa 21 barley are spreading tapiffiy 
‘while dahia paddy is continuing to be popular. Good reports aro being 
received of kwnkesal paddy in Ohota Nagpur, and of Co. 205sugaroanQ from 
the flooded areas of Orissa. Co. 299 shows a good record itnd may bo 
said to have passed tho experimental htage ns an early ripening cane. 

The botanical survey of the paddy varieties and isolation of pure lines 
were ^continued. With tho stafE of tho rice research work which will be 
appointed from February, 10324 a more complete and comprehensive 
survey of all the paddy varieties of this province will bo underta^n.

Tlic cultivation of heracem is being regularized at tho Kanko farm 
(Ratiolii) and nttomptB at Boed prodnotion of this valuable fodder crop wore 
attended %Titb success. 

Central Provinces.— TIio action taken on these recommendations has 
already been mentioned in tho first report* 

Assam.— Work on selection and cross-brooding of rice was continued 
on tho Karitnganj and Titabnr farms. In the solcoDion experimonts bonio 
1,300 typos are under observation, and about 2,000 tyi>es in tho oross- 
breednig experitnontn. As a result, more than t\vcnty liigli-yielding types 
Jiavc been ])roduocd, tho majority of w luoh have ben succossfally introduc- 
ed to tho oiilti valors. 

Expc^inlentH^vith varieties of sugaroane woro continued at the Jorhat 
farm. Several improved varieties liave been distributed and have largely 
displaced tho poor-yielding varieties formerly grown by tho cultivators. 

Trials and distribiiiion of vnrieiics of English potatoes were continued 
on tho Upper Shillong farm. As a result of this work, praoticnll3’ tho wbolo 
of tho potato crop in tho Khasi and Jaintia Hills is now grown from Feed 
originally supjilicd from tho farm. 

Other work on crops includes variety trials with ar/iar, mustard and 
jjubes, and tho trial and introduction of fodder crops. 

Baluchistan, — ^Results of fruit planting and cotton sowing experiments 
are being watched. 

Delhi. — ^Improved varieties ^of seeds of wheat, cotton and sugarcane 
were supplied to zamindars and improved fodder crops wore grown in a 
iiiiinbcr of places. 

Coorg* — ^Eicperinionts with improved strains of paddy obtained from 
research Btations In l^Tadras, Mysore and Bombay aro being continued. ^ 


lillatlras. — Tiio action taken on tliis recommendation has already boon 
mentioned in the first report. ^ 

Bombay,— TJie agricultural dopartmont in tho Presidency is taking 
suilablc action wlirrevcr found ncccssarj^ w'ith tho existing facilities. This 
problem is receiving particular altontfon in the case ofFUgarenne. In 
tho North-CVnlriil Hi vision/ wider planting in cane and wider sownng in 
cotton is being tested and domonst rated wdicrovor nccossar3% In tbo 
iSouih-Centritl Division, Pupa 4 wheat, N, K.2<S>tton, Spo^nish peanut and 
iolmcco aro being introduced ns rotation crops to sugarcarto^rop; ospeoialty 
in 1 J«* cana 1 area. 1 n the Sout hern Divibjno^rptat ion and tillage experiments 
w'ith siigaronno are being conducted ^bn the Gokak farm and with jorrar, 
cotton, groiiiidtiut and tobacco on tho Dliarwar farm with some ver^' useful 
results. Groundnut and tobacco Imve been found to/^qM||^ery good 
rotntions iojotvar crop in tills Division. Tho method of’^&trii^lgroundnut 
and cotton in altornntc row^s has been found to bo better than growing in 
Bopnryito blocks in this Division. In Gujarat, w ider sowing of crops is being 
iiitrodiiocd in tho tract and several motliods aro being exporimonted upon 
for further iuvostigationB.' ' 

Jn Sind such investigations form tho major part of tho work of tho 
'agricultural section, Agricultiirnl Kesonrch Station, Snkrand, and very 
ooiuUlorahlo lUrogrosR has been made in tills direction in the past year. 
Boiations doaigned to reclaim lands and to moinlain #»oj 1 fcrtiPly, under

At a 
staiT coriforonco of tiio agiiculfciiial dojwrtincnt in Sind, p* list of urgently 
required improvomonts in indigonous agricultuinl implcmont^j w'as picparod 
and the work of investigating these piobicius is being imdorlnkon by the 
assistant agiiciiltiiral ciiginoor so far as his i»r<NOtit duties iKrniit.

178 gun-license holders were trained 
and 7 gun-clubs organized on n co-operative basis. Government decided 
in the course of tho ^car that tho cxpeiinient for the protection of crops 
from tho ravages of wild pigs through pig-killing campaigns organised 
by a special staff had been, tried sufficiently long to enable tbe cultivators 
to acquaint tbemsclvcs wdth the methods of dealing with the problem. 
They held that tho wwk was within tho limits to which non-official 
agencies like fahtlm de\olopmcnt associations are rcsliicted. The staff 
w'as therefore disbanded from 8th December, 1931. In tbe Southern 
Division, fencing mth wooden wire fcnco against •tho attack of wild pigs 
is spreading m the Mallad troct Aliout 20 miles of this fence has been 
erected up to date, a co-operative fencing Echeme to protect an area 
of 1,014 acres with SJ miles fcnco has been wwked out at Tegur and 
share capital baa been collected for the puipose of purchasing fence. 
The destruction of prickl'y pear which has become the abode of wild pjga 
continued in Mundaigi Pethn. ^A crop protection society with hunting 
party has been oiganizcd at Turkewadi in Chnndgad Mahal of the 
Belgaum district and campaigns against deer have been organized Jn 
Gadag and Ron ialuhas of the Dharwor district.

In Gujarat, during the year under report, tbo services of tlie pig 
killing officer were utilized for destruction of Nilgai — a species of 
antelo 2 )e — locally known as Roza ii^ tho Kaira district, whore these 
wild animals ore damaging the crops considerably. JSxperiments and 
demonstrations with sulphur dusting on mango-hoppers were conducted 
in the Surat district and use of sulphur for this purpose is being taken up 
by tho ouHivators. Experiments on Kaira demonstrations were laid out 
at Nodiad to study the best mothocis of combating the pest. 

Special facilities are given for the destruction of wild elephants in 
the Kanara district by offering rewards and by engaging special staff . 
under the control of the revenue department. 

In Sind, tho propaganda work of tho agricultural deportment to 
establish tho use of “Cyauogas" pumps against the rat pest is bearing 
fruit and many zamiudars have equipped themselves with these imple- 
ments and are using them in their owm rice fields, further demonstra- 
tion uork in this connection is in progress and arrangements have 
been made to maintain equipment, readily available for distribution. 


United Provinces, — The proposed Game Protection Society, mentioned 
Inst year, has come into being, Tho protection of game Jaunsor is, as 
elsewhere in the hills, probably not very effective and both game birds 
and animals appear to bo on tho docrcoao. 


In tbo submontane forests, experimental protection of concentrated 
regeneration areas against browsing by deer has tried for some 

years, and where conditions are otherwise suitable, good results are 
being obtained, A bulletin on forest fencing lias been published and 
is in gcncrol use in tho dcjiarimont. Tho typo of game-proof fence most 
used IS a four feet wove wire fciico with six or seven strands of barbed 
wire above it, Tho example of tho forest department is being follovrcd 
by agriculturists in adjoining areas. Wove wire fencing is now being 
manufactured locally. ^

Delhi, — ^The work is done in close co-operation with co-operative 
staff and societies. The officials of the agricultural and co-operative 
departments continue to co-operate in doing propaganda for organizing 
the cultivators on co-operative lines for the formation of better farming 
societies and introduction of improved implements and seeds. The con- 
solidation holdings societies offer a suitable ffeld for this work. The 
continuous famine and scarcity of crops seem to handicap appreciable 
progress. 


Madras. — The action taken has already been mentioned in the first 
report. 

Bombay. — ^No such officer has yet been appointed either in the Presi- 
• dency or in Sind. All agricultural propaganda work in Sind under 
the reorganization scheme is supervised and directed by the Chief

Dnited Provinces.-— The scheme for research work on goat breeding 
at tbe Mission Poultry Farm, Btah, referred to in tho previous report, 
was approved by tho Imperial Council of Agricultural llesoarch, which 
sanctioned a roouiring grant of Es. 25,000 spread over five years and a 
non*rocurring grant of jRa. 7,000 for the work. 

Punjab . — Sheep Breeding, — ^Th© work has been malting steady pro- 
gress. Eighty-eight cross-bred merino rams and fifty-two ewes were 
issued at concession rates from tho Government Cattle Form, BUssar, 
to 'selected breeders in the hilly district of Kangra, as against 190 cioss- 
bred merino ranfis and 70 o%ves last year. Government has extended 
.the scope of this concession to breeders of tho abovo district for a fur- 
ther period of three years with effect from Ist April, 1931. 

Out of tho flock of Bikaner desert sheep maintained at the Government 
Cattle Farm, Hssp, 80 rams wore issued to those districts for which 
they are suited with a view to improving tho local indigenous breed. 
Useful work is being d6ne in this dircotion.

Goat Breeding. — The 2ock of indigenous goats which was started on 
the Government Cattle Farm, Hissar, in 1928 is giving satisfactory 
results Thirty-five male goats of this milk strain were issued from the 
Hissnr Farm to different districts of the Province in order to improve 
the milking qualities as well as size of the local goats. The results will 
be wotched With interest. 


H. W. F. Province — (a) fikshomes to improve the Miranzai Dumhan 
by crossing with Ghilazai breed in the Kurram Valley end to breed pure 
Merinocs in the Kaghan Valley have been submitted but further enquiry 
will be necessal*^ before they can be implemented. 

(b) A couple of PnshWtur rams have been imported and successfully 
crossed with focal ewes. 


Delhi. — Attention is invited to the remarki in the previous report. 

As a result of ptopagonda, tho staff had been successful in securing 
3 applications for tho purchase of Ihkaneri rams from the Government 
Cattle Farm^ Hissar. Those, however, could not bo introduced 
during the year 1931 as they were not available at the said farm. 
This industry will make rapid headway when the zamindars who 
have got grazing facilities take it up as n side lino to agriculture. The 
District Board, Delhi, has been requested to ear-mark a sum of 
Ea. 100 for the introduction of rams from the Hissar Farm, so that 
these animals may be located at suitable places to improve the indigen- 
ous breed. The indigenous breed must be improved by selection, 
gradmg and better feeding. Suitable steps are being taken to castrate 
inferior male lambs. Special attention was paid to the control of con- 
tagious and purasitic diseases of the animals. 

(6) Goat Breeding, — Goats are kept by Gadarias and Kamins for 
sale for slaughtering purposes and some are kept by poor people for 
milk. The goats here are of inferior quality and have short hair. Propa- 
ganda has be^n carried out for keeping goats of good breed. Suitable 
steps were being taken to emnseulato male goats not considered fit for 
breeding. Special care was taken to check the losses from contagious 
and parasitic diseases. 


26. Improvement of Grasdng 
Facilities (paragraphs 181 — 
183). 


l^dras. — The proposal to control grazing in one of tho reserved 
forests and to introduce a rotational system of grazing has not yefi 
materialized. 

In places where facilities for watering cattle were needed, the forest 
department continued to provide them both by repairing eidsting tanks 
and ponds at its own cost and by permitting the public to repair them - 
at their own eost. 

The destruction of prickly-pear in reserved forests by the cochineal 
insect was carried on by the deportment in several districts with success. 
This will not only improve the grazing grounds but “will also open up fresh 
areas for grazing which have been useless hitherto. 

pombay . — tn the Presidency, the forest department has co-operafed 
with the Economic Botanist to Government tluoughout 1931 in a rota- 
tional grazing experiment on 600 acres in the neighbourhood of Poona. 
The Indian Farcstcr has published an article by the Economic Botanist 
on rotational grazing, vide also remarks against item 36 below*. 

Ho action has yet been taken in Sind. The recommendations of 
the Sind Cattfo Committee in this connection are under consideration. 

Dnited Provinces. — ^Experiments with new types of fodder have been 
successful and some of these have been recommended to the public for 
use. 

Tbe Working Plan and Beaenrcb Circle has initiated a new series of 
expemnenfs in rotational, closure of user (barren) lands to watch the 
effect on gras^ production. 

The questfon of grazing facility in forest areas has been mentioned in 
the remarks against item 36.

— The action taken by the local Government has 
already been mentioned in the first report, 

Assam. — ^The scheme for the improvement of grazing grounds in 
Cachar by placing a sub-deputy collector on Special duty was not 
successful and was abandoned during the year. 

The I/ive- Stock and Dairy EiqjGrt submitted proposals for the revision 
of the grazing rules with a view to the prevention of over-stocldng and 
the elimination of "Scrub” bulls. The scheme, referred to in last year’s 
report, under which the agricultural department will take over one of the 
large grazing areas for the control of cattle breeding and grazing will pro- 
bably^ materialize in the near future. It is also proposed to control the 
breeding and grazing in a large forest reserve (approximately 30,000 
acres) in conjimction with the forest department. *

Bombay. — Considerable progress has been made in tho use of silage 
and a number of pncca silos has been built this year.

Under post-Barrago conditions the matter will become 
of greater importance and will then receive consideration. 

TTnlted Provinces. — ^Lack of funds again prevented the initiation of a 
concentrated effort to demonstrate the advantages of silage jnraking. 
Experiments have, however, shown that fodder con be stored in earthen 
pits for two years \Yithout deteriorating.

Madras. — Attention is invited to the remarks in the previous report. 

Bombay. — In the Presidencyi these are encouraged wherever facililaes 
exist. Berseem is being intioduced to n limited extent on the Deccan 
Canals. ^ 

Trials of various suitable leguminous fodder crops are being carried 
on the agricultural depailirfcnt in Sind and propaganda work in the 
districts, based on the re bulls of these trials, has been intensified. 
Demonstrations and leafiets are being utilised to encourage this practice 
among the cultivators, especially in the Barrage areas, where the 
inclusion of a percentage of leguminous crops in rotation systems is 
of great importance. Special attention is being given to the encourage- 
ment of the cultivation of heracem particularly on halar lands where 
this crop has a definitely reclamatory cfiect in addition to providing high 
yields of nutritious fodder.. 

United Provinces. — Efforts to introduce heavy yielding crops* such as 
lucerne, continue.

Bihar and Orissa.— Work continued os in last year and considerable 
progress has been made in getting planters and larger cultivators to put 
down plots of elephant grass for porenniol fodder.

Tho Sind Cattle Committee lias issued its report which eUibodies 
many valuable suggestions for inci*easing the number of cattle in the 
Barrage areas and for improving their quality. The Bed Karachi 
(Sindhi) breed of cattle is being dealt with at the Willingdon Cattle 
Farm, Malir, and the Cattle Committee has recommended the estab- 
lishment of two additional government cattle*bresding farms, one for 
the Thar Pathar breed (the ideal **dual purpose’* animal for tbe 
Barrage areas) and one for tbe Bliagnuri breed of North Sind. The 
recommendations of tbe committee are under consideration. 


United Provinces.— Work at the Madhunkimd and Manjhra cattle 
faians continued on tbe lines already reported. 

grant of Bs. 3,000 was made to the Allahabad Agricultural Institute, 
Naini, for the purchase of Sindhi cows and the sale of calves at fixed 
rates for breeding purposes./ 


Punjab. — -The financial resources of district boards have suffered 
to such an extent that it is becoming more difficult to find a ready 
sale for the largo output of stud bulls from tho Elssar Farm. 

Notwithstanding tho present depressvm in agriculture, a considerable 
number of pure Hissar bred bulls were supplied during 1930-31 to districts 
from the Government Cattle Farm, Hissar. On March 31st,, 1931, there 
were 3,517 approved bulls working in the district under the supervision 
of the Deportment. 

Special effort is being made to foster the dual purpose type of cattle 
by supplying ns large a nuipber ns possible of pedigree bulls from the 
Government breeding farms to various districls in the Province, also 
by castrating unsuitable bulls on a large scale in tbo villages. 

Special live-stock schemes subsidised by Government are in operation 
in certain areas most suited to cattle breeding including the Horiana and 
phanni cattle tracts. 

Bihar and Oriesa. — The dairy farm at Monghyr has been closed 
down owing to financial stringoncy. Nine Thar Pathar bulls bred at tho 
Kanico farm wero sold in tho districts of Manbhum and Sambalpur to 
hona fide breodorr Ten Murra buffalo bulls were distributed from the 
Sopava f.arm in the Norlli Biliar Bnngo but difficullies are being 
experienced with the chief agencies ot distribution, vfz., tho district 
boards : and the want of a live-stock inspector has added to tlie difficulties 
in carr^’ing on the work successfully. 

Central Provinces. — The notion taken by tbe local Government has 
already been mentioned in the first report. 

Assam.— /f/mMfl pars Catilc Breedtna farm, — ^The prey Bibnri typo, 
referred to lastr year, has been discarded. The breeding poliev now is 
to grade up tbo local cattle by using Scindbi bulls on selected local 
cows. A few pure Scindbi cows aro kept in order to produce acclimntived 
pure Bcindhi bulls. Tbe cross-bred Scindbi-Assamdso calvoq bom up-to- 
date aro most promising. Tlic total stock at present is 200 bond. 

Upper Shtllong farfu, — ^Thc brooding of milking stock by the u'^o of 
an Ayrshire bull on TTnrinna cows was continued. Total stock about 
100 bead. 

Jorhat {arm. — A' small herd of grey Bihnri typo is maintained. Total 
stock about ^0 bond 

Bifllicf Oatile Breedinn f/?rni. — Borne procress lias been made, but 
tbe development of tbo farm bn« been hampered bv financial ptrinpenev.

North-West Frontier Province. — Seventy more Blianni stud bulls have 
been introduced.

Action taken by the Goveniment (or Administration). 


Delhi. — TIio improved types of cattle found in this Province are the 
Hariana and Hissar breeds. The fodder conditions during the year under 
rcpoit remained favourablo. No buil either locally or from Government 
Cattle Farm, Hissar, was purchased during tho year. The necessity 
of purchasing a good number of bulls for distribution in villages 
was impiessed on the District Board, which has set apart an allot- 
ment for this purpose, but nothing has been spent so far in this respect. 
The Distiict Board was asked to supply bulls for the Delhi Province 
as the paramount need of the day is the improvement of cattle breed- 
ing industry. Several applications ficni eamindarB for the supply of 
stud bulls have been secured and were forwarded to the District Board 
for disposal. 

42 stud bulls were at work, out of which three casualties occurred. 
The Tctcriniry department is doing its utmost to improve cattle breeding 
and progress is apparent. Bcglstcrs for entering good cows and buHaloes 
have recently been started in order to check the increase or decrease 
in any year, ^ 

Many Bralmanx bulls arc lot loose in. the Province and special atten- 
tion is being paid by the department for approving iliosc found fit for 
breeding purposes nnd castrating the r^sl The District Boai^, Delhi, 
has been requested to frame byc-lavra to discotirage the practice of 
letting loose scrub bulla. The matter is reported to have been referred 
by the pistrict Board to the Chief Commissioner, Delhi, for his sanction. 
Propaganda for cattle breeding was done at a da^^ show hold in the 
Delhi Prorinco and prizes wore awarded to tho owners of good cattle 
to promote keenness and competition. 

Buffalo Breeding . — The breed of builnloes in the province is good. 
The public realises tho importance of keeping dams and sires of miUdng 
strains and efforts are also made to keep a check on letting loose of 
scrub bufialo bulls. The staff has secured applications for buffalo bulls 
and the same ate being forwarded to the District Board, Delhi, for 
providing necessary allotment for this purpose, so that suitable steps 
may bo taken to purchase them and concentrate them in the tract most 
suited for buffalo breeding.^ ^ 

Coorg, — One Scindlii bull is being maintained for tho purpose. 


Madras. — During tho year, the hladras Prevention of Adulteration 
Act, 1918, was in operation in 17 mimicipalitics (including the Mai^as 
Corpoiation) and ono union board in respect of all kinds of food. One 
Uiousnnd nine liundrcd samples inainlj of ghee and milk were received 
by tho public analyst for analysis under the above Act. It was found' 
that a large proportion — about 40 per cent.— were adulterated. In many 
cases legal action hos been taken with success. It cannot yet bo said 
that the idiroduciion of the Act has resulted in any marked improve- 
ment 

The Madras Milk Supply Union, which has 21 scKiietics affiliated to 
it, was able to sell milk to tho value of Bs. 1,58,619 and milk products 
to tho value of Bs. 3,917, during tho year 1930-31. The Union did not, 
bon over, work at a profit. Its loss omounted to Bs. 11,000. Tho 
Dairy Society at I^Indura was able to sell milk to the value of Bs. 899. 
It incurred a loss of Bs. 21T.

The public health dopai'tmont continued to devote attention to the 
detection and punishment of ofiences involving the adulteration of ght 
and milk. The number of samples collected, though mcreasmg every 
year, is still 'far below the number uouessary to exercise an effective 
chock on fraudulent trading. Medical oilicors of health and sanitary 
inspectors arc at xu'^^unt the only agencies for collecting samples. A 
considerable cxiiausion m the coliccimg agency and in the staff of the 
Xiublic analyst's branch is ncccssaiy boioro the dairy industry can receive 
the protection it requnres. The prevailing financial stringency hampers 
lirogrcss.,

In Sind, there is no whole-time officer in charge of livestock 
improvement. The work is confined to the Fed Karachi Dairy Breed 
of which a herd is maintained nt the Willingdon Cattle Farm, Malir. 
The manager of the farm ads in an advisory capacity in matters 
relating to animal husbnndi’y and dairying. Advice and assistance are 
given when necessary by the livewtock expert to the Government of 
Bombay.

Altbougli attempts have been made to induce rj/ofa to take to the 
system of stall feeding cattle on the edge of rcf»crvca with grass out from 
tile reserves, Ibey have not proved successful. 

The question of introducing superior fodder grasses lins been engoging 
the attention of this department and experiments have been undcriialcen 
to introduce such gras«5cs in suitable areas. 

There hnsi been a marked doelinc in the number of cattle taken out 
under liconcofl for grazing in reserved forests and there is a consequent 
fall in the forest rovenucs. The reasons for this decline are now under 
investigation; if it proves to bo the fact that the disadvantage of forest 
and communal grazing arc being realized and that better provision is 
being made for the feeding of cattle in another way, a fir»t step in the 
improvement of the cattle of tlio country will have been taken. 


Bombay. — The Economic Botanist to Government published in tho 
Indian Forester, Volume LVTI, No. 12, for Pocember 1931, an account 
of tho experiment he is carrying out in connoction with the im- 
provomont of forest grass land. It is very forcibly brought out in that 
Article that iho chief factor on which improvement of grnB«i lands depends 
is the imposition of n limit on tlio number of entile admitted io graze in 
n forest. This, as stated in the report for Inst year, can only bo done 
with the eo-oporatioa of the people . 

In collaboration with' the agricultural department an exporimonfc was 
F/tartcd in an aroa of 000 acres of forest in Loni Knibhor, o village about 
10 miles to the east of Poona, with tho object of giving practical effect, 
with the eo-oporntion of tho people, to tho system of controlled grazing. 
By the conduct of this largo scale experiment it is hoped to demonstrate 
to tho people the advantages which they stand to gain if they assist in 
making n succoss of rolationnl grazing.

The 
Oiiffara forests in the ILnzaia district could be made, with sound 
management, to puy, resulting in great advantage to the villages in the 
shape of chcaiier timber and firewood and considerably improved 
pasture together with the provision oi funds which could bo made 
available for rural uplift and work of a similar nature.

Forests (paragraph 2301 management by village panchayais has not been very encouraging 

® in this Presidency. 

In the West Khaudcsli district, pasture forest of Ghodada in the 
Snkri ialxiha which had been constituted village forest and handed over 
to the village Panchayat in the j’^ear 1910-11 was f6und to have been 
mismanaged, illicit cut tings and lopping being common in spite of 
repeated warnings and had to be resumed by Government in 1928. 

In the SouiliorJi Circle, tliere are 17 Panchayais (including 2 formed 
in 1931) managing village forests of 25 villages, the majority being in 
the coast Utlxilms of Kannra. llcro also the exjiericncc is discouraging. 
Few of the PanchayaiB have shown any activity in the matter of 
planting new trees, clearing grazing grounds of thorny growth and gene- 
rally improving the village forests; while in some of the villages proper 
management and iprotcction arc lacking owing to friction between 
mcmbei’S of tlio Panchayais. 

Bengal.— This recommendation does not apply to Bengal. 

United Provinces. — The rules for panchayat forests in the Kumaun 
liills were approved by Government and promulgated. The movement 
continues to make steady progress and the sxiccinl panchayat oiBcer was 
retained for another year. 

The arca9 in the plains which were selected for experiments in the 
formation of small viiiago fuel forests proved unsuitable.

Madras. — ^Serum-simultancous inoculations against rindtapest were 
performed on an oxtenbive scale and inoculation by the serum-alono 
method against this disease w^as completely given up except m the case 
of compulsory inoculations enforced under the Madras Cattle DiBease 
Act m cattle fair areas The total number oi serum-simultaneous 
inoculations performed during the year ending 31st December, 1931, 
was 114,604. The special rinderpest oiheer is inve^igaiing the question 
of the posBibihty oi introducing fees foi serum-uimultaneous inoculations. 

Bombay. — In the Presidency, this metliod of protection is being 
extended and^^in addition toithe stock on Government farms, cattle m 
5 villages were protected. The total number of cattle inoculated was 
1,646. In one village the work was im&uccessful, m that although 
the disease temporarily subsided in i/he village after inoculation it was 
subsequently reintroduced by unmoculated stock and then spread to 
those inoculated, oi which 134 were attacked by the disease ^d 27 
died. This work was carried out m the month of June and after full 
enquiries the conclusion was arrived at that the virus used was not fully 
potent when received; probably it was killed or attenuated by heat. In 
most of these villages, reports indicate that the operations 'were a com-, 
plete success, in that where wholesale inoculation was undertaken ther 
disease was stamped out, and in other cases, those inoculated remamed 
immune although disease continued to exist m the village. In one 
'Village the work was too recent to judge of results. 


In Sind, as an expenment, serum-simultaneous inoculation was 
earned out m one taluka of the Hydeiabad district when 165 cattle 
were protected. 

An attempt was made at another place in Thar Parkar district but 
by the time virus and the necessary serum were received, the disease 
had died out and the owners reiueed to have thoir cattle moculated. 


United Provinces. — A veterinary mepector was deputed during the year 
to carry out serum-simultaneous inoculations. 

Punjab* — No large scale application of this method of moculation 
could be undertaken owing to financial strmgency. 

Bihar and Orissa. — The question of extending this method of 
inoculation on a w’lder scale is receiving attention. Towards the closie ^ 
of the year, cattle belonging to the Kanika Baj m the district of Cuttack 
were protected with satisfactory results. It is now proposed "to extend 
the method to other parts oi the district and also to Puri district. The 
hvestook of the government cattle farm at Patna wore inoculated oy 
this method during the year.

Investigation into the flow of water in open channels was ^continued 
and provisionol diagrams of rdgimo channel dimensions and slopes were 
printed and issued for uso in the department. Tho diagrams were based 
on the rcsonrcli ofliccr’s paper ‘'Stable Channels in Alluvium’* wliioK 
received in tho Punjab tho award of the Kenny Memorial Gold Modol 
(1030) for the best published poper on research in irrigation science. 

The icsearch olficor visited the Punjab Engineering Congress and took i 
tho opportunity of discURsing research problems with Dr. McKenzie " 
Taylor, Scientifio BcBcnmli OfTicor, Lahore, and with klr. G. C. Inglis, of 
the Irrigation Development and Kesenreh Circle, Poona. Work for the 
ensuing year was co-ordinated to avoid overlapping. 

Tlio newly cotnplelod Sarda canal presents a great variety of problems 
that require solution, and nn agreed plan of cvpcrhnonts was accordingly 
undertaken extending over a period of several months. 

On a careful icgnlntion of the flow of water in the Sarda canal, very 
heavy channel losses were delected. This is usual ^th all now canals.

Bombay .^Tbo local Government consider that no action is called for 
at present. 

United Provinces. — ^In addition to the towns already ^ electrified, 
energy was made available to six more towns, with populations ranging 
from five to seven thousand. All the towns to bo electrified in accordance 
with the agreements with the various distributing licensees have now been 
supplied with energy. 

In addition to these towns, buDc supply to Aligarh was undertaken 
and the town is now supplied with power from the grid. Arrangements 
for the supply of power to Bhabdora were also completed. 

The 1000 31. P. (1200 K. W.) power station at Sumora was completed, 
tested and brought into operation. About 882 miles of high tension toes 
and 08 transformer stations are now in operation, and, in addition, 
about 84 miles of rural branch lines to twenty consumers were 
completed and about 29 miles of lines to fifteen consumers were 
energized. 

Negotiations for the supply of power to the Muslim University, 
Aligarh, and to the Meerut Cantonment were completed and tho 
construction of lines and^Bub-stations was token in hand. 

Tho Rnmganga and Kali Nadi pumping schemes continued to work 
satisfactorily. 12,656 cusoo days having been pumped ot tbo foraer and 
utilized on the Bnmganga canals and 2,688 ousco days on tbo latter 
for increasing tho supply of the Ganges Canal system. 

All construction on the present stage of the grid schomo was completed 
and rovenuo accounts ivorc opened from September 3, 1931. Bevenuo 
continued to incrcosc nt o satisfactory rate. 

Tho State pumping scheme in the hroradnbnd district was commenced 
find one tube-well giving two cusccs ond two giving one cuscc each were 
brought into operation in addition to Uvo largo tube-wells - on tno 
agricultural canal together discharging about seven cusecs. 

Good progress was made m reducing tbo trips on tbo 11,000 volt 
branch lines in the north wren hy changing the cross arms from steel 
to wood and using insulators wth long pins. 

Many transformers wero reploccd by others of a bigbor capacity as 
tbo load increased. 

Demonstrations in the uso of oloctricity wore given and a small 4 
H P. motor suitable for' driving difforoiit kinds of macbino was sent to 
fairs and centres of trade round the grid area. Publicity was 
taken by jnoana of pamphlets. A sliding scale to encourage tbo sata 
of industrial units was introduced giving cheaper power to more constant 
consumers. 

Tho elcelrification of ngcictillural farms in the hydro-elcoWo ^ - 
ntoa could not bo proceeded willi owing to lock of funds. About o dosM 
tubc-wcUs hovo boon constructed and supplied with 
direct coupled pumps and several similar projects arc m hand m tho o

Now that 
the petrol tax fund has become available for 5 years for the present 
(1930-31 to 1934-85) only works, of Class I and Glass 11 importance are 
being financed from that source, as the proceeds from this tax are meant 
only for these types of roads, and it is not therefore possible to allot 
funds from this source as also from provmcial revenues so far as village^ 
roads are concerned. 

The question of constructing roads necessitated by the construction 
of the Ran age and the Deccan Canals is under consideration. So far as 
the Deccan Canals are concerned, a scheme for improvements to tracks 
in the Nira Deft Bank Canal area which involved on e^enditure of about 
Es. 26 lakhs was received. So far as proposals for improvements to 
mam roads estimated to cost Es. 5,30,000 in that scheme were concerned, 
it has been decided to include them in the priority list of works with a 
view to finance them from the petrol tax funds. No funds can be spared 
for the remaining works from the Petrol Tax Fund from the General 
Revenues in view of the financial stringency. Proposals for improvements 
to tracks in the Nira Eight Bank Canal tract have been received and are 
under consideration. 

The attention of the officers concerned and also of all local authori- 
ties has been invited to the conces^ons allowed by the railway 
authorities for the building of road bridges alongside the railway bridges, 
details of which are given, in Chapter IV of the Rules for the preparation 
of Railway projects. 

The officets concerned have been requested to bear in mind the 
Commission’s recommendation that the policy to be adopted should be 
that railways and roads should be regarded as complementary each to 
the other and not as competitive, in connection with any rood or 
railway projects that may be formulated in future. 

There is now a representative of the agricultural department on the

Owing to tho bad coudiUou o£ the provincial iiniuioos 
Govornmout could not provido the boaids duiaug the year with any 
funds for tho spooihc purpose of iiuproMng viliugo roads. In tho year 
1930-31, tho boards however spent from then resources, including former 
grants, a sum of Bs. 1,03,133 upon the construction uiid mumteuanoe 
of village roads. 


Baluchistan. — ^Eftorts ure being coucenirated on improving the main 
arteries and very considorabio progress has been made, particularly in 
tho COSO o£ the circular road Jjoraliu — ^liakhni (the Dora Ghazi JUian ^ 
road) — Barkhan-Laasazai-Hcsri-Gumbaz-Duki-Loralai. Tho comple- 
tion of those roads has opened up communication with u number of 
important villages.

The other society 
was, however, not so successful and made only a nominal profit. 

Punjab. — Co-opcrativo commission shops ore in oxistonco and their 
number is gradually increasing, but low prices have more than counter- 
balanced an increase In tho amount of produce handled.

Tho Professor of Agricultural Econo- 
mics nt the Poona Agricultural College is one of the members of the 
advisory body and co-operates with the Institute in carrying out the 
market surveys. 

No notion hns been taken in Sind beyond tho inquiry into the finance 
and marketing of tho cotton crop financed by the Indian Central Cotton 
Committee.

Burma. — ^It has not been found possible to corry out surveys on the 
elaborate lines suggested by tho Royal Commission but several crop 
surveys have been conducted diuring the year in which marketing 
conditions have been attended to.

It was, therefore, felt that 
there was no justification for spending large amounts on these classes 
especially in the face of the great financial stringency. Although in the 
budget of 1931-32 the Government provided Rs. 25,000 imder subsidies 
for conducting trammg classes, a sum of Rs. 21,000 was sunendered as 
a measure of retrenchment. A less expensive method of giving instruction 
to panchayatdars during general body meetings of local co-operative 
unions ha9 been suggested for adoption by Central Banks and Federations. 

For the traimng of official and non-official staff, the six training 
mstitutes m the mufassal and the Government Institute of Commerce, 
Madras, continued to hold the classes. The course of traimng in the 
Instituted was extended to nmo months as the four and a half months’ 
course was found too short. The syllabus has also been amplified and 
the new course began m July 1931. During 1930 — 81, 804 candidates 
ueio admitted to these Institutes and of these 474 came out successful. 
The Institutes spent Rs. 29,831 and of tills. Government contribution 
amounted to Rs. 16,000. In the co-operative class conducted by the 
Government Institute of Commerce, 40 candidates were selected and of 
these 22 came out successful — ^5 in oil subjects, 5 in three subjects, 5 in 
two subjects and 7 in one subject.

Out of 
advances given by Government to loan and sale societies for the con- 
struction of godowns, a sum of B$. 9,062 was outstanding against them. 
Both land reclamation and loan and sale societies ^wcrc given the 
assistance of special Government staff. The local * Government also 
sanctioned the appointment of a marketing officer for the Salem 
w’covers* co-operative society to help the society to find a sale for its 
products. Tlie marketing officer was of great help to the society, but 
has since been withdrawn. 


Bombay. — Grants arc being made to sale societies in their early 
stages to enable them to cnrrj* on a vigorous propaganda and to pay 
for a good business manager. Grants arc also given to the cattle

The audit of co-operativo societies is conducted by (1) Government 
inspectors, (2) certified niiditors, and (3) Government inspectors deputed 
for work under audit unions and audit scheme in which definite con* 
tributions from societies are received. 

The majority of societies are audited by Government auditors of 
whom there were 282, including 26 senior inspectors, on 31st December, 
1931. Tho audit fee, including contributions to audit schemes received 
during tho year 1931, amounted to Bs. 27,945. 

Bombay.— As reported before, the local Government ^ recently 
decided to levy n small percentage charge on. tho working capital of ail 
agricultural and non-agricultural co-operative societies to meet part 
of tho cost of oudil. Out of this nearly two-thirds of the amount 
recovered is paid bade as subsidy to tho various supervising agencies 
and nearly one-third (Bs. 25,000) is credited to Government to meet part 
of the cost of audit.

(paragraphs 381—384), debentures in any large measure, the main obstacles being the other 

attractive investments offered to the public, such as Mysore Government 
loan and the Government of India loan at 6 per cent. TLe Bank, there- 
fore, raised its rate of interest on debentures from 6 to 6^ per cent, 
and floated a new series of ten-year debentures at this rate. Bven this 
enhanced rate has not brought in any large amount of debenture money, 
the total amount of debentures actually issued by the bank till the close 
of 1931 being only Es. 8-81 lakhs. The recent flotation of the Govern- 
ment loan at CJ per cent with the conditions regarding freedom from 
income-tax has further impeded the sale of debentures. The inclusion 
of the debentures under trustee securities was at the end of the year 
under the consideration of the Government of India. When this is done, 
ilio debentures of the bank may be purchased by Insurance companies, 
trustees of religious and charitable institutions and others. 

Tiie organization of new primary land mortgage banks was suspended 
ns there was no prospect of a steady flow ol funds to supply the needs 
of new banks. Some of the banks floated debentures locally and the 
Alamuru, Gudlavalleru and the Yadlamannadu banks in the Gircars 
have been fairly successful in attracting local capital. 

Bombay. — The local Government have already purchased debentures 
worth Es. 2 lakhs. They have also sanctioned a loan of Es. 3 lakhs to 
the Bombay Provincial Co-operative Bank for financing land mortgage 
banIcB. 

nnited Provinces. — ^The land mortgage soci^'ty organized in the 
previous year worked satisfactorily but wos not able to make much 
progress. 

Punjab. — ^Lnnd Mortgage Banks’ difficulties, never small, have been 
very much increased by low prices.

Tlie Giiugli Sugarcane Sale Union supplied nearly a lakh of maunds 
of sugnreanc, ns eoinparcd with 53,000 tnniinds in 1930, and earned a 
profit of Its. 1,111. Theie is considciablc scope for expansion, but the 
local sugar mill now prefers to put chase the cane direct from cultivators 
and so avoid |ia>ing commission to the contractors and societies. The 
mill can cam profits in other ways also by dealing direct with tbo 
eultivatois; the latter realize tliis, but often prefer to incur a loss rather 
tlian to wait for hours at the milk A strong demand has consequently 
arisen from Ihe societies for a mil] of iheir own, but nciiJicr money nor 
skilled management is available for a big venture. Small power 
crushers are being installed in five villages. In two of them it is pro- 
posed to make gnr only uliile the other three societies are putting up 
ccntrifiignl machines for making sugar as well.

Co-operativo societies lopoit some progress in connection with 
sanitary impiovemenl. Jn over 1,000 villages, manure is now stored 
outside the inhabited mens and the number of societies in which the 
village aid scheme has been inlioduced increased to 300. More than 
800 pciBoiis wcic trained in fust aid woik ond over 400 data (untrained 
inidwivcB) are working more or Ic^^s in accordance with sanitary inslnic- 
tions. Some aOO now' xi lingo dispensaries w’oro opened during the year 
and C0,000 persons ticntcd at them. 

(jo\cinnicut continued to make gtiuiis to local boards and mduiduols 
lin Kiit^ c'w|Mii-«ioa oi iiiwUicat jcIili 111 luial tiactb on tho lines pieMously 
followed. Although tho subsidy^ gi anted to xnivato practitiouci& who 
bcUlo lu rural uioub was reduced half, the number of such piaciit oners 
did not dunmibh duiiug tho >cai. Tho number of dispensaries working 
under the luiul aro<» sciieuic deei cased, liowever, from 30 m 1980 to 21 
m 1931. The number of ju^viite piactiiioucrb gi anted subsidies during 
I. ic \ as Jo, as ag luisi Jo m 1930. 

The number of women bub-ii&sihtant suigcoub and midwbes employed 
under the scliome for tho cxpaiibion of medical relief to women by women 
m rural areas and small towns rose from 12 ond 27 to 14 and 38, 
lesiiectivcly. The number could not be further increased owing to 
diliicultiOb m houbing the stail and to luck of co-opcration on the port 
of bcvcial local boards. The conditions under w'hich the female medical 
blaff have to woik are far from butisfactor^ . Tho scheme has been 
further revised tmd midw ife -compounders are to take the place^ of 
midwncb and are to be posted lo work onlj rmder qualified^ medical 
women in chaige of rural area disxicusancs. It is proposed lo introduce 
this new' scheme m twelve iilnccs only. It is not possible, owing lo 
Jack of funds for the ncce<%baiy bulldiiigb, to try tho scheme nr other areas. 

In view of the jne vailing financial strmgency, tho scheme for the sale 
of cinchona tablets could not be introduced, nor w'as any progress possible 
in fuiihcr experiments in tlic cultivation of cinchona. 

Tho public health department has been oxpcrimeutmg with 
Pfflsmuc/ii/i, .1 new Gcimnn diug, for ihf treatment of malaria. Over 
8.000 cases Jiav'o boon I rented vulli ciueboua and Plaamochin and tho 
results have been very encouraging os judged by dimmution in the 
relapse and Bplcen rates. Plasm o chin hob been introduced in view of 
its efficacy m killing those forms of the malarial parasite which infect 
mosquitoes and thus an attempt ib being made to prevent transmission 
of infection — a factor of great importonco in ureas where no anti-malarial 
schemes can bo earned out coiumcnsurato vrith cost. 

Anti-malarial byclav>s v\ero enforced during tho 5 car by a few more 
distnet boards. 

Bihar and Orissa. — ^Action is being taken to institute a course of 
lectures to village r/uras (tenchcib) oir hygiene and sanitation bj the health 
officer of tho Ga^a district bonid. The lectures are proposed to be 
printed in Hindi and Urdu and villagers w'ill be encouraged to attend 
the course.

1931 proved a more favourable 3 ear for rumfall which helped to 
alleviate the distiessed state of afiairn in the villages.*

Madras. — ^Due to financial steingenc)^ the local Government decided 
to suspend the scheme for the development of rural pisciculture 
mauguiated in the year 1930. This section of the fisheries department 
was therefore closed m 1931. During the short period of one year the 
scheme was m operation, propaganda was carried on with a considerable 
measure ot success. On the whole, a total of 98 villages were 
visited by the propaganda staff in the Ohingleput, Oon]e&yeram and 
Saidapet taluks^ and 2,172 wells and 264 ponds were examined. Of 
these, 175 wells and 35 ponds uere selected as suitable for piscicultural 
opeiations and 45 wells and one pond were stocked. Catla proved the 
best fish for stocking wells both m legard to rapid growth and ready 
sale. In the wells stocked with this fish by way of demonstration, 
remarkable rate of growth was noticed by the public of Ohingleput; fry 
measuring 3^ inches had attained 18 inches by about nine months. 

The great disparity in the proportion of wells to ponds operated on 
was due to the fact that theie are very few ponds owned by single 
mdividuals. In the three taluks surveyed, only ten private ponds were 
found. The ownership of the vast majoiity of the village ponds vests 
m the revenue department or local bodies unhke wells which belong to 
mdmduals The task of imtiating pisciculture m ponds is therefore 
beset with many difficulties, No fislioiy revenue is derived by local 
bodies fiom the majority of village ponds The villagers are not interest- 
ed in. improving the fisheiies of village ponds as the ownership does not 
vest in them and the^* are not suie of benefits that will accrue from their 
endeavours In consequence the fisheries of village ponds ore generally 
neglected While the local bodies were agreeable to give a trial to the 
scheme in one of their ponds they expressed financial and other diffi- 
culties in experimenting in all the ponds in their area at once. 

The effoits of the fisheries department met with success m the 
following oases. The Taluk Boaid, Boulapet, agreed to start pisciculture 
at Veeranthamankulam, a perennial pond of three acres m Pallikarani 
firka, and sanctioned an expenditure of Bs. 250. The President of 
Sembakkam fanchayat consented to cultivate fish in the foiest j^anchayat 
pond accepting the department’s advice. The President of the Madam- 
bakkam village panchayat near Pallavaram and the trustees of the 
Tenupureeswaiar temple offered to start fish culture m two of their ponds. 
At Irumbuliyui, the village panchayat were desirous to develop the 
fisheries of a wrayside dunking w^ater pond but expressed inability to 
meet the entue cost of stocking. As an inducement they were offered 
free fish stocking for the first operation provided they^ cleaned the pond 
and aiianged for guardmg the same. At Aminjikarai, Yadagaram and 
Settiaragoram and Ijanambakkam, the owners, though some of them 
aie Brahinans, agreed to cultivate fish and were anxious to try the 
G\ 2 )eiiment ns soon ns catla hy weie avniliible for stocking. 

Once the public leali/o the quick letuins and liandsome profits 
accuiing fi(>ui pisciculture as a by-industry it will be possible to induce 
them to tafie to the cultivation of fish in public^ ponds with the consent 
of the local bodies concerned.

Inland fishcUce — A site for the Hilaa hatchery nt Bezwada wob 
handed over to this department towards the close of the year. 

Oving to financial stringency, the proposal to organize and develop 
' the fresh water fisheries of the Ganjam district was not revived. With 

i a view to economy, however, suitable public buildings lying vacant 

wherever^ nviilable wei’o taken over in place of new store sheds and 
offices originally proposed in 1Q27 and steps wore taken to maintain the 
buildings which would have otherwise been dismantled or sold. 

RcfrigeTafion, — At the instance of a prominent fish merchant of 
Malpc, South Kanara, who is the owner of the first fish refrigeration 
factory in India which he has built on the advice of the department, 
Government are now considering the question of reduction of railway 
freight on frozen fish. If the trade in refrigerated fish develops by the 
grant of suitable freight facilities, it is not improbable that a considerable 
portion, if not the whole, of the caiclies of sardine and mackerel now 
converted into manure could be ultimately made available in markets 
in the interior of the Presidency ns fresh fish for human consumption. 

A similar request for the construction of a refrigeration factory ot 
Negapntam is now under consideration. The proposal includes the 
exploitation of tho new fisheries discovered by the trawler of! the 
Negapatam const. 

Bengal, — ^The recommendation has been accepted in principle, but 
there is no prospect of re-establishing the Fisheries Department In 
Bengal at present. 

Bihar and Orissa. — Carp^-fry distribution from various centres in the 
province was earned on successfully during 1931, and the supply of fry 
amounted to 4,16,500. 

The experiment of stocking the Sone Canal with carp-fry from the 
Patna centre continued and a large amount of fish from this canal was 
Rupplied to Patna and other markets. The question of stocking another 
canal was dropped owing to financial stringency. 

One propaganda officer was appointed, but owing to financial stringency 
tho proposal for the extension of the carp-breeding centre at Ghatsila 
was dropped and the post of the Inspector of Fisheries abolished. 

Central Provinces. — No action is required in this province. 

Delhi.— This recommendation does not apply to the Delhi Province 
as fish iR not a staple food. Tho inhabitant* are largely vegetarian.

I Madras.— There are no societies specially for rural reconstruction 

work But the Provincial Co-operative Union has been financing and 
supervising the rural reconstruction 3ontres started under its auspices 
in the previous years and there were oiglit such centres. Besides these 
theae was another centre at Blur in the Salem district financed by the 
local eenfinl bank. The activities adonted generally in all the centres 
nie (1) to help and improve co-operative societies, (2) to organize and 
lielp village panchayaia, (3) to popularize subsidiary industries such as 
linnd-spinning and poultry keeping. (4) to arrange for agricultural 
demonstrations, (5) to dissuade people from drink and (6) to promote 
adult education A sum of Bs. 154,070 has been spent on rural re- 
construction vmrk during the lost three years and this was contributed 
by the Provincial Bank and some Central Banks 

Bombay. — ^An njrricultural and economic survev of Kakhnndiki village 
in the Bijapur district is being conducted and four siib-committccB have 
been formed (viz,, ngriciilitiral improvements committee, garden com- 
mittee. education committee and pnnitarv eommiitec) to work in 
different directions. Half n dozen hitnrJiny schemes have been prepared. 
A model garden has been established and n girl school has been opened 
during the year. 

Similar schemes are also contemplated in some villages of Sholapur, 
Alimedabad and Kanara districts. 

The Dcccufi Agiicultural Association, Poona, has already started its 
activities ^\^th regard to rural uplift ai Khed Shivapur — a village 14 
miles from Poona — and the agricultural department is giving its full 
co-operation in the scheme. 

United Provinces. — In villages where schools exist the “village aid’* 
scheme is being merged in the activities of the Junior Bed Cross groups 
ns school children aic easier to train and the school already forms the 
nucleus for many public health activities. In other villages reliance is 
placed on, and training imparted to, adult villagers and village officials 

Considerable progress has been made in the extension of the Junior 
Bed Cross rnovemont, the details of which were mentioned last year. 
The number of such groups rose from 75 to 517 and membership from 
about 3,000 to over 15,000. Ninety per cent, of these groups have been 
formed in village schools. To the other activities of these groups have 
been added the filling up of hollows, levelling of school compounds, 
cleaning of school promises and furniture, gardening, cleansing and 
tooth cleaning parades and anti-malarial work in villages. Scholars of 
village schools are also taking up the Mackenzie school course in first 
aid, hygiene and sanitation. One group built its school road, about 
45 feet long and nine feet wddo, the incmberB improvizing the rammers 
themselves. Some groups exchanged albums witli groups overseas. 

Work is being continued on the other measures enforced by tlio 
public health department in order to create interest in the masses in 
their own health and fitness and in environmental hygiene, of which 
mention was made in last year’s report. 

There are now three central co-operative organizations for the co- 
ordination of the activities of better liring societies; one of them runs 
an agricultural institute or training class for village guides. Informal 
organizations exist in several other districts, though they have not been 
registered The number of prixnarv beiter living societies is but a 
small fraction of those which go in for these activities; a largo number 
of credii societies carry on this work ns part of their ordinary duties. 

The best method introducing better living activities in villages^ is 
still a matter of experiment The Benares sv^item mined at «?electmg 
villages all over the district, wherever the people appeared to be 
favourably inclined In Pnrtnbgarh certain centres were selected and 
attempts made to develop work around the«ie centres. The latest idea 
is to take a small compact area and trv to concentrate activitnes there. 
This is the line that is being pursued at klasodha in the Fvzabad distect. 
The advantage of this method i*5 that if makes supervision easier — 
adult schools in particular need constant visits at night if teachers are to 
be kept up to the mark. A group of ten villages was accordingly 
selected close to the ngricnltiiral farm and an inspector was stationed

m that aroai chiefly to train the teachers of adult schools by practical 
detnonstrations in the act of teaching. He also has to co>ordinate the 
activities of the four development departments — agriculture, co-operative, 
education and sanitation. In these ten small villages, no less than 180 
, young men attend the class for adults, though the people are mostly 
of the JfttTmt caste, who are very conservative and do not believe in 
education. About 60 adults have finished their third hook and 40 their 
second. Scouting has been introduced in the area and every village has 
its own phj’sical cultuio club Ail the village dais (mid wives) have been 
trained. Every well in the area was cieanecP'ind permanganated and 
twelve TveUs were supplied with improved types of parapet. Some 40 
coses of cholera were treated by the local teachers, of which 35 recovered. 
Medicines are kept at a central place for the whole area and an 
experienced vaidya visits the area regularly once o week. In six of the 
ten villages every child lias boon vaccinated. Manure is kept by all in 
pits outside the inhabitated area. Green manuring Tvas done on 80 acres 
and artificial manures worth Bs. 126 were used. Meston ploughs were 
introduced and 29 ^are in use. Improved pattern furnaces were 
constructed for gur making. About 50 disputes were settled locally 
by the panchayais. The people as a whole appear to be distinctly 
better off than villagers elsewhere. Undoubtedly a great deal still 
remains to be done, but even the little that has been achieved shows 
clearly the enormous advantage of concentrated effort. The area of 
work will shortly be extended so as to include 30 villages. 

J 

Punjab. — The action taken on this recommendation has already been 
mentioned in the first report. 


Bihar and Orissa. — ^Several village welfare societies have been started 
in Orissa and Chota Nagpur Divisions. One society of this tjpe has 
been organised in Hajmalial area but not yet registered. Most of these 
societies in Orissa ar© purely welfare societies and do not give any loans 
to members but the societies in Ghota Nagpur combine village welfare 
work with ordinary credit activities. The object of these societies is 
the improvement of village life in all its aspects and some of them have 
achieved a fair amount of popularity by their activities, by distti* 
button of medicine, action against epidemics, and the opening of night 
schools for adults. The Orissa Co-operative Organisation Society was 
started during the y^ar with a view to establish rural reconstruction 
centres in different parts of Orissa. It has started work in two centi*es 
and succeeded in introducing the cuHivotion of profitable vegetables, 
starting classes for adult women and poultry farms. 

The Kamarda Public Health and Village Welfare Society of Balasore 
has appointed a sub-assistant suigeon and started a dispensary and 
done a good deal of anti-epidemic work. It has also started a night 
school for adults. This society obtained a grant of Bs. 750 from 
Government. 

A class for training students in co-operation, improved agriculture, 
cattle-disease and cattle welfare, village sanitation, first aid and 
scouting %vas opened at Satyabadi in the Puri district. The district 
board rendered assistance by lending the services of its district health 
officer and by granting stipends to twelve students. The students 
carried out practical rural reconstructnn work in a village. 

Two public health societies have also been organised in the Bazfid- 
Dompara area.

EombdV. — ^Lornl authorities are t-ikina: steps to spread literacy amon^j 
women, 7’ho educational inspoclor. Central Division, reports that the 
value and ndvantacos of sprctidinsr iitoraev amongst w'omen are impressed 
on tho minds of villagers by tho in<*pc«*tin<T oflicers durincr their tours 
in tho district. The district local board, West Khandesh, has collected 
informotion showing the educotional history of children of cultured 
families .as well as those from illiteraio homes and proposes to continue 
tho practice. ' 

The educational inspector in Sind remarks as" follows: — 


"The spread of literacy among tho women is painfully slow and 
will continue to be so, unless there is a definite change in 



the outlook on life. The social and religious prejudices 
prevent the ordinary ninn ‘from sending his girls to schools 
staffed with men, and these prejudices are so strong that 
no local authority has dared to suggest tho introduction 
of compulsion in the ease of girls. 

Attempts w'ero made last year to keep a record of the historv and 
development of children of literate and illiterate mothers. 
The figures supplied show that 81 per cent, of the children 
of the literate mothi'rs were promoted as compared vrith 
69 per cent, of the children of illiterate mothers." 

United Provinces,— There is no marked progress to report; an exten- 
sive plan of spreading literacy among %vomon requires funds. 

Go*opcrativc adult schools for women in rural areas have not done 
well owing to lack of suitable toaohere, but co-operative thrift societies 
for women in towns are making slow but steady progress. A short course 
training class has been stniiod for women supervisors so that the work 
can bo developed along the right lines. 

Some 1,600 girls dependent on members /of co-operative societies 
attend primary schools. 

Bihar and Orissa. — ^The district boards were requested in March, 
1930, to Bubmit concrete proposals for the improvement of female educa- 
tion in their areas. Although three or four district boards have submitted 
proposals, it has not been possible for Government to dnanco them for 
Tvant of funds. ' 

The Cuttack district board has made an attempt to encourage co- 
education in the lower primary schools In small villages and has engaged 
an itinerant lady teacher for imparting instruction in needlework to 
teachers in girls* schools. 

During tho year 1930-81 , tho number of girls at school in the province 
rose from 1,17,080 to in spite of a fall in the number of boys at 

school. 

Oontral Provinces, — ^18 more schools have been opened by local 
bodies and additional grants amounting to Bs. 0,153 were sanotioned 
for them in 1081-82. 

Baluchistan.— Baluchistan is n backward province educationolly. The 
bulk of its population consists of Baluchis, Brahuis and Pathiins, who 
^ are apathetic if not 'opposed to female education. 

In rural areas, girls are admitted to the village primary schools. Tho 
few girls' sohools existing in tho towms though chiefly attended" by 
Indians, have a small porcontngo of local students. No marked progress 
in this direction can bo recorded. 

Delhi. — ^Thoro are 12 girls schools in tho rural area; of which 7 ore 
single teacher schools. 

Total number of girls on roll Is 486 or 16 more than Inst year. There 
arc 20 teachers employed in those schools, of whom 35 are trained. 

Co-education exists in half a ttoren aided soliools. 

There is a Government NormaL school for training female teachers. 
It is located in tho city.

Idadras. — ^Tlio proposal to amend the Elementary Education Act so 
os to take power to enforce the introduction of compulsory education, 
referred to in the previous report, has been abandoned for the present 
owing to financial stringency. 

Bombay. — Parents in rural areas are generally unwilling on account 
of domestic diflicultics to send flicir children to school '(ind to keep them 
there until literacy is attained. It is orally agreed that the progressive 
adoption of the compulsory systom Is the only means by wiiicb tho 
unwillinencss of parents to send oliildnn to schools and to keep them 
there till literacy is attained can be overcome. Ko progress in this 
ditoction is, however, possible owing to the present extreme financial 
stringency. 

Bengal. — Owing to the present financial stringency, it is not possible 
to introduce tluj Ecngnl (Rural) Primary Education Act, 3930, through- 
out the province, that the question of its partial introduction is under 
consideration. 

United Provinces. — Compulsorv primary education for bovs was intro- 
duced in one municipality during the year, raising the number of 
municipalities in which the Echeme ha® been wdiolly or partly introduced 
from 36 to 37, There is no change to report regarding the introduction 
of compulsion in rural areas. In view of the present financial stringonoy 
the scheme could not be extended to further areas, urban or rural. 

Bihar and Orissa. — ^Attention is invited to tho remarks in the previous 
report Tho Government grant for compulsory primary education in 
the Banld Union was terminated at tho end of the year 1930-31 but the 
district board is continuing the scheme nt its own expense. 

Central Provinces. — In addition to the progress shown for lOBO, four 
schemes havo been sanotionod. Ten schemes in all are under considera- 
tion. 

Assam. — ^Attention is invited to the remarks in Iho previous report. 
Tho only sanctioned scheme for compulsory primary education collapsed 
ow'fng to the slump and to continued hostility on the part of tho cess- 
payors. Other schemes have had to be pcstponed on account of financieJ 
diOicultics. 

Baluc^histan, — Tlie introduction of compulsory primary education has ^ 
not been found possible in tbo province. 

Vfc 

Delhi. — ^The compulsory Primary Education Act has been applied €b 6 
out of A total of 800 villages in the province. It is proving a success on 
tho whole. 


Madras. — The general question whether the cost on account of Parents* 
Societies referred to in the previous report, should bo debited to the 
Elementary Education Funds of local bodies was considered and tho 
local Government have decided that no general sanction need be given 
but that each case may be considered on its merits. 

Bombay. — No co-operative societies have yet taken up the question 
of adult education. Propaganda vrorlc w»ill have to bo done to create co- 
operative societies of the kind contemplated. Adult education is, 
however, imparted through night schools managed by local authorities 
and private bodies 

The educational inspector. Northern Division, reports that the Labour 
Union, of Ahmed abad is said to have been trying an experiment for the 
provision of adult education for its members.

United. Provinces. — As stoted last year, no separate co-oporativo 
education societies are required in tbese provinces; the need lor the 
education of the younger generation is emphasized in credit and bettor- 
living societies. Out of about 50.0CK) sons of members of societies who 
ore of school -going age, 2,500 have passed the fouith standard, 6,000 are 
in primary classes and 15,000 in preparatoiy schools. 

Punjab. — Adult education societies are, piactically, dead and extinct. 
Compulsory education societies exist, but genuine cases are rare. 

Bihar and Orissa. — ^Thc question of starting co-operative organisatioBB 
to promote adult education was considered by the Bihar and Orissa Co- 
operative Federation, which did not consider it necessary to take any 
special steps at present. Central banks arc already giving the matter 
their attention but are hampered by lack of funds. 

Oentral Provinces. — ^The question of forming societies of parents on 
tlie^ lines of those formed in the Puniab is under consideration. One 
society of this nature has been formed. Some experience of the working 
of this society will be acquired before tr>ing the experiment elsewhere. 
A compulsory co-operative education society has been registered at 
Khavarkheda in Hoshangabad district. 

Baluchistan.— The formation of such societies in rural areas is not 
possible owing to the sparse population and nomadic habits of the tribes- 
men. In urban areas where the schools are prosperous, they ore 
unnecessary.

Madras. — The local Govemmen? have since decided that no action on 
their part is necessary on the recommendations made in the interim 
report of the Indian Statutory Commission, referred to in the previous 
report. 


Bombay.— The general demand is for the raising of. the percentage of 
trained teachers laid down in the Primary Education Buie 58. Owing 
to finonciol stringency, however, it seems hardly possible to meet this 
demand. 

The Bombay Municipality have opened a training class for their 
Marathi teachers to make up the deiioienoy of the trained element in 
Marathi schools. 

Last year's remarks generally hold good. It is not feasible for the 
present to provide women teachers for small children in boys* schools 
till the req^ements of girls’ schools proper are satisfactorily met. 
As an experimental measure it is proposed to appoint two women 
teachers in the practising school attached to the Training College for 
Men, Poona. The experiment is also being tried in the Ahmedahad 
municipal schools but, the educational inspector remarlcs, it is not likely 
to be successful in the villages where social conditions are not favourable. 
The Chairman, district school board, Panch Mahals, states that on 
attempt to make a begi nnin g in this direction proved unfortunately 
abortive. 

The suggestion cannot be put into effect for want of funds at the 
present time. As education, expands, the number of one-teacher schools 
will decrease and when compulsion is enforced the one-teacher school 
will largely cease to exist. The Ohmrman, distriot school board, Satara, 
remarks as follows: — ^ 

“It is not found possible to aim at providing every school with 
at least two teachers as in most of the schools in rural areas the 
number of pupils hardly goes beyond 26 or 80. Besides, it will be too 
costly to engage two hands in such schools unnecessarily. No method 
of any kind might work successfully, unless the number of pupils in 
such schools is increased sufficiently justifying thereby the need of two 
hands.”

— Out of the C vernacular agricultural schools, throe schools 
(Surat, Godhra and Jambul) have already been closed from Ist April, 
1931, and one more (Loni School) is to be closed from Ist April, 1932, 
owing to financial stringency. There remain only 2 agricultural schools 
(Dhniia in West Khnndcsh and Deviliosur in tho iDharwar district). The 
expenditure on such schools is considerably reduced by reducing tho 
amount of scholarships* and by admitting some students without any 
scholarship.

But the schomc has been 
postponed for want of funds. 

There is no ngriculliirnl middle school in Sind. Tlie recommendations 
of tho Coininis^iion will be considered by tho Chief Agricultural Officer 
in fomnilating a scheme for agricultural development of the province.

Madras. — Duiing tho 3 car, the Madras Trades School was renamed 
' Tho Government School of Technology ' and diplomas of L.hf.E, and 
L.E E., conferred on the students who successfully complotcd tho 
Mechanical and Electrical Engineering courses of study. This change 
has contributed to tho raising of tho status of the school and in con- 
sequence there was a considerable increase in the number of applications 
for admission. The sirength of the school rose from 580 to 815. Tho 
preparatory section of tho school and Ibo branch shool at Perambur 
continued to function satisfactorily. 

Tho Government Industrial Schools at Madura, Bcllary and Calicut, 
which provide instruction in wood working and metal working trades, 
mamtamed their popularity and the tw'o latter schools developed satis- 
factorily during the year. In tho Government Trades School, Mangalore, 
which IS run on tho hues of tho Government School of Technology, 
^ludras, a foundry section was opened during the 3 cor to give practical 
training to the students in moulding. 

There wras no change in the number of recognized scbools but the 
number of aided schools increased from 02 to 01 during tho 3 ear. Tho 
number of pupils rcccivmg instruction in those schools declined from 
5,351 to 3,049. A sum of Rs. 1,07,187 was distributed in the form of 
mamtcnauco grants to these schools rcpicscntiug an mcrcaso of 
Rs. C,00D over last 3 car's figures and an average of about Bs. 20 per 
pupil against Bs. 18*0*0 in tiio previous 3 ear. 

In iho School of Arts ond Crafts, enamelling on gold and silver was 
taught to tho students of the goldsmith section. In lacquer work, new 
methods wero taught and m the cotton printing section actual printing 
by means of blocks was storied with a view to displacing tho costly 
v\ axing process. { 

In tho Leather Trades Institute, the uso of S3mthctic tannins such 
as Tannic Medium for uso on skins was taken up and standard methods 
of use suited for various classes of work suggested to tanners with good 
and uniform results. The special oiBcer continued his investigation into 
the problem of eradicating stains on skins and hides and the preliminary 
results obtained show'ed distinct promise. 

The Government Textile Institute, Madras, continued to provide 
instruction in W’oaving, knitting, dyeing, wool spinning, silk reeling ond 
twisting. The Istitute provides tw’o courses of instruction— tho super- 
visor course and the artisan course, besides special courses in certoiu 
subjects. A wide and costly range of equipment is necessary for 
providing a comprehensive training in d3*Qing, including bleaching and 
finishing. Equipment of this kind can Oe made available onl^ in a control

institution such as the Madras Textile Institute and scholarships are 
made available to mufassal candidates undergoing training in the 
Institute. In addition to th© training provided in the institute, the_ 
weaving demonstration parties were engaged in demonstrating improved* 
applianoos such as hand sizing machine j*«-/^uards and dobbies, while 
the dyeing party demonstrated lerograpli printing and improved methods 
of dyeing in various places. 


During the year 1930-31, the aided textile schools were placed 
under the control of the Assistant I>ircctoi of Industiies (Textiles), the 
courses of instruction in them were reorganized and a standard syllabus 
for weaving and dyeing were prescribed for adoption by the schools with 
a view to correlating the training given to the practical needs of the 
country. A syUabus for laco-maldng and other needle crafts is now 
being dra^v^ up for the benefit of the girls’ schools providing instruction 
in these subjects. 


The Kerala SV>ap Institute continues to provide instruction in modem 
methods of soap making and as a result of th© instruction tbug afforded 
the number of private soap factories, most of which are conducted 
on a very small scale | is increasing. ^ 


United Provinces. — The Oil Department of the Hnrconrt Butler 
Technological Institute^ Cawnpore, gave all the assistance asked for by 
established factories and persons desirous of starting new factories. 
Six oil technologists were Gained of whom three secured employment. 
An aa;>8tudent of the department started a small concern for fiie manu- 
facture of boiled oils, disinfectants, etc. The department also assisted 
a local oil mill to add a soap plant, with n capacity of 50 tons a month, 
to tlicir oil factory. A student of the Leather Technology Department 
gained the Institute’s diploma and is employed in the Government 
Harness and Saddlery TViototy, Cawnporc. 

The weaving, carpentry and leather working schools offered every 
facility for training to boys of the urban ond rural areas. Weaving 
school demonstraiion parties .visited several places and demonstrated the 
use of dy shuttle looms. 

The Government Technical School, Lucknow, continued to give 
hvaimng in oil engine driving and during the year started a class for 
small machine work ns well. 

The Headmaster of the Tanning School, Patehpur, approached the 
local tannors on several occasions and instructed them in the best methods 
of tanning and curing hides. Defects in their methods were pointed 
out and suitable modern scientific methods were explained. 

A small scale sugar making plant of the most modem typo capable 
of crushing one ton of cane per hour has been ordered for the Horcourt 
Butler Tcolmological Institute.

Arrangements wore 
also made to test tho sugar contrifugnls manufactured by a firm in 
Oalcutia The training of villago mlisncF in the repair of machinory has 
not made much progress. 

Punjab. — Tho action taken on this recommendation has already been 
mentioned in the previous reports. 

Burma. — Considerable progress has been made with the casting of 
plough sliates on the model designed by the agricultural department, 
the share known ns the Theilqian plough. Several thousands of these 
shares were cast during the year in the Ynmethin, Mciktfla and Mandalay 
districts by local artisans. Owing to financial stringency it has not yet 
been possible to institute short courses in the training of artisans in the 
management and repairs of improved type of implements and machinery 
but at the two form schools at Mnhlaintr and Hmawbi, ordinary cultivator’s, 
arc trained in the construction of simple improved implements.

Efforts wore, however, made 
fo develop such socicfics. Tn one disti'ict where the weaving industry 
IB well advanced, tlirco new Bocicti^'s wore formed. Goods worth Us. 8,000 
wero monufacturod by thorn. Tho production of bod shoots and dhoffa 
on broad fly -shut lie looms is being ont^ourngod and some looms wore 
awarded as prizes by way of encouragement. In two other districts, tho 
nnmbor of fly-shut tie looniB increased appreciobly in villages when the 
price of bnndspim and hand -woven rlolh wont up but ns prices have 
now dropped, many of (hem nro idle. Tho wool carding and spinning 
plant at tho Oovernmeni Textile Bchool. Cawnpore, has been lent to tho 
Nniibabnd Blanket Weavers Co-opomiive Society. Tt has boon sot up 
and is being worked. Tho Bonnl of Indusiries made a substantial gi*ant 
to tlio society, but it also had fo Sipend n good deal of its ovm money, 

Tho Ool Soeioty of Brass Workem did not flourish on account of trade 
depression and internal dissensions.

and after successfully demonstrating the manufacture of buttons, 
banded it back to the owner. 

GJiank (sbell) cutiinp . — small clrnnk cutting machine was devised 
and manufactured and its working demonstrated in tbe midst of eftank * 
workers in the Bamnad district for the benefit of the cliank industry. 

Ceramic industry . — A survey of the oeramio possibilities of the 
Presidency has been instituted as a preliminary to the development of 
the ceramic industry. The special officer appointed for the pujiiose bos 
practically completed the sun^ey of the Presidency. The working of an. 
improved potter's wheel was demonstrated for the benefit of potters in 
certain select places. Practical assistance was rendered to a gentleman 
in the erection of a ceramic test kiln for the manufacture of porcelain, 
goods. In order to develop the clay model industry of Panruti an 
educated potter boy was admitted in tlie School of Arts and Grafts, 
Madras, and given instruction in clay modelling on soientific lines. 

Palmyra industry . — Tbe question of introducing in Cuddapah district 
various industries connected with palmyra such as basket-making, 
mat-making, manufacture of jaggery, etc., has been taken up. ^ 

The development of sericulture, cashewnut industry^ power sugar- 
oane^ crushing and the prospects of bone crushing in the villages were

Staio Aid lo Induatrioa AcU — It is difficult to assist agricultural 
indusiries iinanoially under the Stats Aid to Industries Act as industries, 
such^ as, rice milling and cotton ginning, are not new or nascent industries 
within the meaning of the Act. If individual ryots wish to prepare 
their own agricultural products for the market by the use of machinery, 
however, loans will be granted to tbom under the Special Loan Buies 
framed under the Takhavi Act. 

The following loans were granted under the State Aid to Industries 
Act during the year to concems whose activities bear some relation 
to agriculture: — 

(1) Loan of Bs. 8,000 to JMessrs. Tho Shoranur Metal Lidustrles, 

Shoranur, for tho development of manufacture of edge tools 
and implements used in agriculture and in plantations. 

(2) Loan of Bs. 40,000 to Messrs. Boddu Pydenna Sons» 

Yizianagram, mill owners, for the purpose of developing 
tlicir oil juilling business. 


United Provinces. — ^As a result of the assistance given by the Sugar 
Technologist to tho Imperial Council of Agricultural Besearch, a number 
of now Gugar-nmlcing iaeiorica arc being started in the province. Experi- 
ments were also made by him in connection with the various indigenous 
met hods of making sugar, and tlio results thereof have been separately 
published. 

Experiments were undertaken at the Harcourt Butler Technological 
Institute in the following subjects: — 

(1) Largo scale experiments on economic methods of crushing

(2) Erying of glue liquor in air was studied quantitatively with 

a view to obtaining an improved product in a shorter period 
than is at i>rcBent obtained by tho indigenous glue makers. 

(3) Experiments wore nrado in an endeavour to find an economical 

use for water iiyaointh. 

(4) The use of synthetic enzymes iti the tanning industry. Experi- 

monts are in progress with a view to starting this new 
industry. 

(5) A study is being made to see if tho manufacture of half-tans 

of saleable quality fci foreign markets, using only local 
tduning materials, is possible. Work on other experiments 
in hand continued. ' 

A conimiiico of officials and non-offioials was appointed to consider 
tho possibilities of developing the oil ovushing industry.

Bombay. — ^Thc improvement of local fruits such as guavCi

Tbejr 
mark n great improvement in quality over the strains at present in culti- 
vation. The distribution of tho improved stroins is in hand. 

Tlio w'ork regarding grading and packing of mango fruit is nearly 
• completed. The economic value of grading mongo fruits is being 
explained to tho mongo growers by oil possible moons. The value of 
Ruitabto containers and the method of packing graded mango fruits 
for export to Europe are also being explnlnea to the business men ns well 
as the interested mango growers. 

Tho system of marketing fruits and vegetables in the Bombay 
Presidency has been studied. The attention of the public as well ns 
of Government has been drawn to tho suggested improvements. It is 
expected that early steps uili be token to improve the situation. 

The impto%*cmcnt of vegetables such as chillies and brinjals by 
selection is in linud. Useful work is being done in this direction in the 
Gimcshkiund Botanical Gardens with the aid of a grant from tho Sir 
Sassoon Da\id Trust Fund. 

Tho research scliomo for the investigation of tho problems connected 
witli tho export of mangoes to overseas markets, referred to in the last 
report, was not submitted to tho Imperial Council of Agricultural 
Rcbcorch in view of tho fact that Dr. CUcemn, Horticulturist to Govern- 
ment, secured an Empire Marketing Board Scholorship and proceeded to 
England on study leave, and it was thought possible that ho would 
return with new ideas wdiich wrould lend to tho modification of the scheme. 
Dr. Chconia has since returned to India and a modified scheme of work 
in tho cold btomgc of mongo fruits has been submitted by him to tho 
Empire Marketing Board direct. The matter will receive further i 
attention. *

In Sind, the w*ork nt the Fruit Farm, Miipurkhas, on the manogo-^^ 
ment of commercial plantations, jiroductlon of reliable fruit stock ond^ 
tho training of skiHcd walls (gardeners) has been intensified tmd ^ 
systematised.

Statistics regarding the amount of cotton pressed ore obtained weeMy 
fiom the owners of cotton presses imder the Cotton Ginning and Pressmg 
Pactories Act. Attempts are also being made to get figures from certain 
commercial firms who prepare their own estimates of ^e outturn of the 
more important commercial crops hke cotton, wheat, etc., for the forecasts 
of the crops prepared by the agricultural department. The estimates 
of crop prepared by firms pertain to probable arrivals in markets, whereas 
the forecast reports of Government refer to production m territones. 
Hence the chief use that can be made of these trade figures is in con- 
nection with the preparation of on index, e.g*, if a reliable firm computes 
that the probable arrivals in Dhulia market will be 10 per cent, above 
normal then the agricultural department shall scrutinize the Government 
production estimates for the country which is served by the Dhuba 
market to see whether the tendency is in the same direction and to the 
some extent. The other statistics required are principally rainfall figures 
and the statistics of area under crops and their anna valuation. Non- 
official agencies cannot be relied upon for the supply of these accurately 
and punctually. ' 

TJifited Btovinces. — Board of Economic Inquiry, to which is 
attached a small statistical bureau, has been constituted. It consists 
of representatives of the five provincial universities, two representatives 
of agricultural mterests, one representative each of joint shick be^ers, 
indigenous bankers, the two Chambers of Commerce and an official ^ 
settlement expert. The Einance Secretary to Government, the Director 
of Industries and the Begistrar, Co-operative Societies, are ex-officio 
members. The Honhle Mmister for Education and Agriculture is the 
Chairman and the Director of Statistics is ex-officio member and 
Secretary. Though it is not formally attached to the department of 
agriculture it has dealt principally with , agricultural statistics. Seyered 
useful investigations have been carried out, e.gl, estimating the visible 
supplies of wheat and barley in the province, working out the movement 
of prices during the twentieth century and collating the price statistics, 
wholesale and retail, in the province. . At present the bureau is engaged 
in estimating the rate of wastage of officers in various Government 
departments. Index numbers are now being compiled for various 
principal commodities for the province. The work of the bureau has, 
however, suffered considerably on account of lack of staff and the 
continuous threat of dissolution as a result of financial stringency. The 
^ work win be put on a more systematic basis when the inquiry into the 
post of production of sugarcane and other crops is begun. TLis will be 
, ^undertaken under the auspices of the Imperial Council of Agricultural 
’ "*Besearch, jwhen approved by that body.

Bombay. — The question of raising the pay of the post of Director of 
Agriculture was considered by the local Government, who expressed the 
opinion that the circumBtances of the directorship should be met by 
considering for any particular individual holder of the appointment the 
grant of a personcd allowance of Bs. 260 per mensem or so after he had 
served on the existing maximum of Ks. 2,250 for a period of three to 
five years. The Secretary of State has concurred in the opinion of the 
Government of India that the proposal should be further examined in 
consultation with the local Government after a decision has been reached 
on the general question of revising service scales of pay. 

In the new Bombay (Provincial) Agricultural Service recently created, 
the pay of the post of the Direct^ of Agriculture, in the case of new 
appomtments that may be made hereafter, was at first fixed at 
Bs, 1,600 — 50 — 1,800, with overseas of £30 in the case of men with 
non-Asiatic domicile, but has now been reduced to Bs. 1,460 — ^75 — ^1,760. 

United Provinces, — The post of Director of Agriculture has been in 
abeyance since July 2, 1931, when Mr. G. Clarke, proceeded on 

leave preparatory to retirement- The charge of the department is held, 
as a temporary measure, by the Director of Band Becords, who is an 
Indian Civil Service officer. It ib intended to appoint a suitable and 
experienced Indian Agricultural Seivicc officer as Director at an early 
date
